Enrollment figures, in terms of 
both total numbers and age-group percenragas, are edging up in kindergartens and nur- 
sery schools. Of the more than 12.5 million children aged 3 to 5, some 3.4 million or 27.1 
per cent were enrolled in public or private courses at the start of the school year last 
October compared with a 25.5 per cent enrollment for this age group the previous year, 
Health, Education and Welfare Department figures show. Enrollment ratios climb rapidly 
with age, from a low of less than 5 per cent of three-year-olds in nursery school to a kinder- 
garten peak of some 60 per cent of all five-year-olds.

Cafe, Cabins, Dock

An ultra-modern two story cafe 


and grocery has been added to 
the landscape within Arkansas' 
beautiful L a k e Ouachita State 
Park, thirteen miles north of 
Hot Springs on state highway 227. 


The new facility — which open- 


ed for business recently — is lo- 
cated on the shore of the lake, 
overlooking t h e modern boat 
docks and swimming area. The 
upper floor of the building houses 
a combination cafe, grocery, tac- 
kle shop and has seating facil- 
ities for approximately 40 guests 
This floor of the building is sur- 
rounded by an observation deck 
where guests can linger to view 
the aquatic activities taking place 
in the immediate area. 


The ground floor of the build- 


ing houses a large longe room 
that is to be equipped w i t h 
tables , chairs, a "juke box" 
and a smaller room where a coin 
operated automatic washing ma- 
chine and dryer soon will be in- 
stalled f o r the convenience of 
park guests. 


This new facility will be open 


for business at least 10 months 
out of each year — February 1 
through November 30 — or long- 
er, if traffic warrants. 


Lake Ouachita State Park is 


one of central Arkansas' most 
popular playgrounds and vaca- 


ers and house trailers. 


The boat docks are located on 


the lake in front of the new cafe. 
Services include storage space 
which can be rented on a month- 
ly or annual basis; a boat and 
motor rental service; and a mar- 
ine service station. 


Lake Ouachita is one of Ark- 


ansas' 
largest man-made im- 


poundments. It was created by the 
constructed

the Ouachita River about 8 miles 
northwest of Hot Springs. The 
dam, 
a gigantic flood control and 


hydro-electric facility, was com-

A properly fitted wig will not come off accidentally. A few 


pins will anchor it down for extra assurance. 


With a little practice a wig can be put on in less than three 


minutes. 


It can be worn right after hair has been washed. The owner 


simply dries her hair and slips on her wig. 


The frequency of cleaning required by a wig depends upon 


how often it is worn.

b e c a u s e the handle breaks. 
Your local hardware store has 
a handle for almost any tool. 
Take the old handle along so 
that you can m a t c h it as 
nearly as possible. Some trim- 
ming will be needed, but with 
careful picking you can keep 
this to a minimum. 


Get the right type of handle 


as well as the right size. A 
hammer handle is not like a 
hatchet handle and a hatchet 
handle not like one for an ax. 


Procedure in replacing the

Saw Needed 


Make a cut in the end of a 


handle about 1M> inches deep. 
Use a saw. This is for one of 
the wedges.

Cut off whatever 
sticks out the top of the tool, 
making the handle flush with 
the head. 


You will need three wedges 


to make the handle secure. A 
wooden wedge is driven into 
the saw cut.

Cut off the 
wedge so that it is flush with 
the end of the handle. Next, 
drive two metal wedges across 
the wooden wedge. 


Handles are available for 


garden tools. Again, be sure 
to match the old as closely as 
possible. Some tools are of the 
socket type with the handle 
fitting into a s o c k e t of the 
tool—such as spades and shov- 
els. Rivets secure the handle 
and t h e s e will have to be 
knocked out. Use a metal drill 
to cut off the heads. Center 
punch first to keep the drill 
bit from slipping.

Shape Handles 


The new handle will have 


to be shaped. With the handle 
and tool assembled, place in a 
vise and, with the parts held 
together, drill holes through 
the handle, using the holes in 
the tool socket as a guide. In- 


sert rivets and f l a t t e n the 
heads with a hammer. 


Shank type tools are gener- 


ally rakes and hoes with a 
pointed shank driven into a 
hole in the end of the handle. 
A metal ferrule then protects 
the end of the handle. Drive 
the old tool out of the broken 
handle. It is driven into the 
end of a new handle, expand- 
ing the wood against the fer- 
rule (wooden sleeve) around 
that end of the handle.
